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BIENNIAL REPORT.

To W. W. Thayer, Governor of Oregon: L 
In compliance with the law, I submit the subjoined report of the 


expenditures, earnings and condition of the State Penitentiarv from - 


November 1, 1878 to August 31, 1880, inclusive. 
The legislative assembly at session of 1878, appropriated for all 
branches of service at the prison $52,780.00, Of this sum $3,760.09 


was expended in the months of September and October of that year. 


by ex-Superintendent B F. Burch, leaving $47,019.91 unexpended at 
the close of his term, October 81, 1878. Of this sum $30,905.05 has 
been expended for the two years, less two months, intervening from 
November 1, 1878, to August 81, 1880; leaving $16,114.86 of the ap- 
propriation unexpended. The various purposes for which this expen- 
diture has been made will be found in subsequent pages of this report. 
The earnings of the prison during this period have been $15,002.06, 
leaving the expense of the prison, for two years lacking two months, 
' over earnings, $15,902.99. Of these earnings $9,921.18 is the product 
of convict labor employed by contractors at fifty cents per day, 
$5,059.88 for keeping United States prisoners, and $21.00 for property 
sold, Of these earnings $9,923,36 have been collected and paid to the 
State Treasurer, $370.61 is due trom the United States for keeping its 
prisoners, and will be paid in due course of auditing. $4,708,09 is due 
from contractors, early payment of which is promised ; $260.48 of this 
sum is due from J. S, Coulter, who has made an assignment, -I do 
not know what dividend will be paid, but probably the larger portion 
of this account will be lost by the State. The others are believed to 
be good. When we assumed charge of the prison, $799.41 was due to 
O. . Dennis under a contract made by ex Superintendent Burch for 
construction of workshop. Pursuant to said contract we furnished 
convict labor at fifty cents per day to Mr. Dennis to the amount of said 
sum. $464.13 was due upon a like contract of Mr. Burch with J. 
Stahley, which was likewise liquidated with convict labor. These 
amounts are not included in the above stated earnings of the prison. 
We have more workshops than we now have use for; the one erected by 
the Pacifie Threshing Machine Company and O. F'Dennis not having 
been used, except for a short time by Mr. Coulter, since the State fin- 
ished paying for its construction. - 
It will be noticed that the receipts for keeping United States prison- 
ers is an important item in the earnings of the prison. The law of the 
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State, pages 704 and 705 of the code, fixes the price of this serv. 
ice at eight dollars per week, and makes no provision for keeping them 
at a less rate. Complaint is made on the part of the United States 
that this rate is too high, and unless reduced, their prisoners are liable 
to be removed from this penitentiary. As the law now stands, if the 
United States authorities should direct their removal unless the price 
was reduced, authority is vested nowhere except in, the legislature to 
make reduction.. The State can keep them at lower rates at a profit, 
and it would be advisable for the legislature to authorize this to be 
done in case it shall be required. The number of this class of prisoners 
now in the penitentiary is but five—less than the average number, I 
think, for the past ten years. < 

The large increase of prisoners has considerably increased the neces- 
sary expenses of the prison in the items of blankets, clothing and pro- 
visions, thongh, as the farm and garden now turnish much of the last 
item, the expense in that respect has not, for the last year, been pro- 
portionately increased. For the first year we were compelled to buy 
most of the food consumed at the prison. But the farm that year pro- 
duced considerable wheat and all the vegetables, with the exception of 
about one hundred and fifty bushels of potatoes, we have consumed the 
past year; and the supply of vegetables raised this year promises to be 
Bs for the year to come. 

onsiderable improvements have been made upon tlie farm and ' 

garden during our term, and they are believed to bein better condition 
than ever before. Nearly all the ground within the stockade has been 
put in a high state of cultivation, and devoted to the raising of garden 
vegetables. Upon the farm new fenees have been built, ditches dug 
and fields improved. Some of the best land had been skimmed of its 
surface soil for making brick. As much of this as possible has been 
manured and effort made for its reclamation, but with not very satis- 
factory results so far. 

All the purchases for the prison have been paid for by warrants 
drawn upon the appropriation of the legislative assembly; convict 


labor or its proceeds not having been used therefor. The latter have 


all been paid into the treasury so far as collected. I understand the 
p heretofore has bċen'to use, in one form and another, more or 
ess of the proceeds of this labor, and other earnings, in the support of 
the prison. "Therefore no very exact comparison can,be made between 
the cost of the prison in these and former years. Our tables cover 
only the amounts drawn from the State treasury, and take no account 
of any derived from convict labor and heretofore used in the conduct 
of the prison. : 

And our earnings inclnde only cash paid into the State treasury, or 
dues from contractors for convict labor, which will be so paid in when | 
collected, and balance due from the United States for keeping its 
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risoners; and is exclusive of all work done by the convicts for the 
State, repairs and betterments made upon the prison buildings and 
groünds, and increase of personal property belonging to the State. 

Increase of expeuse per capita should not be in proportion to inerease 
ofprisoners. Two hundred prisoners can be kept for a less sum per 
head than ean one hundred; and three hundred for less than 
than two hundred, and so on. Thus, while as the inmates of the 
prison inerease, the aggregate expense thereof will increase, but the 
cost per mau will somewhat diminish. 

Upon our taking charge of the prison many repairs were found nec- 
essary, hence our expenses show a considerable sum nnder this head. 
These and other repaiis have been made from time to time as required, 
and the building kept in good order. The cost of th's will be found 
under appropriate head. — . 

The farm and garden have been cultivated by convict labor, under 
the direction of the wardens, and all improvements thereon have been 
so made. The convicts have supplied all fuel and lumber since it came 
under our directión. This has necessitated the employment of 
“trusties” outside of the prison. These trusties comprise those whose 
sentences are nearly expired, and, in some instances, others, who, for 
other reasons, it is thought can be trusted. They are necessarily 
given opportunity to escape, and the two successful escapes we have 
had have been from this class. The system is not a. safe one, and yet 
the State cannot dispense with it without incurring a considerable ex- 
pense for free labor. It would have been well if, in construeting the 
prison, a department had been made for trusties, from whieh they could 
have no communication with the other prisoners This would have 
prevented the danger, always existing, of the trusties conveying mes- 
sages or matter out or in for their closer kept comrades. This is an 
evil and-a menace of danger which no vigilance can wholly prevent. 

The boilers nsed for warming the prison aud workshops have been’ - 
in use about twenty-five years, were originally in the old Willamette 
steamboat “Canemah,” and are considered not quite sate. . It is said 
the consumption of fuel in making steam with them is almost twice 
the quantity required in producing a like amount of heat with a tubu- 
lar boiler, As we have procured all our wood with the convicts, this 
is not now an important consideration, But the State has heretofore 
purchased its wood, and likely will do so again, when the expense of a 
tubular boiler will soon be saved in fuel. Lam informed that such a 
boiler as is needed will cost about eleven hundred dollars, placed in 
the prison, I regard it for the interest of the State to early purchase 
one, and think the legislative assembly would do well to make appro-' 
priation therefor at its present session, 7 

We have not found employment for all the convicts and more or 
less of them are at all times idle in the cells. We have worked all 
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practicable at the various employments about the prison and grounds, 
and furnished all that contractors could be found to take. If we conld 
find employment for all the surplus convicts at fifty cents per day, the 
prison would pay considerably more than all its expenses. Ik thirty 
cents per day could be had for all such, its receipts would equal its ex- 
penses, Manufacturing at the prison, for some reason, has not been 
generally profitable to the contractors since its introduction there, and 
the meagerness of the sums paid into the-treasury show that the State 
has derived no great benefit from it, There are three contractors now 
there, employing together some twenty-eight convicts at fifty-cents per 
day each, and with seemingly profitable results. J. H. Stahley en 
ploys ten at chair making; the Oregon Leather and Manufacturing 
Company employs six in the tannery, and Geo. Collins employs from 
nine to fourteen in making brick. These last are-employed only when 
the weather will permit the making of brick, and their employment 
will cease altogether with the commencement of the rainy season. It 
is a hard country to manufacture in, and to that fact, and that the en- 
terprises have not always heen wisely entered upon, may be attributed 
the frequent failures. 

The authority for leasing the convicts provides for the one price of 
fifty cents per day. which,is constrned to mean ten hours of labor, 
There are some whose labor is worth that tb contractors, and some 
probably less. It might be well to make provision for the leasing of 
the labor of the more desirable convicts at the present price, and per- 
mit the balance, it a contract can be made ‘for nearly all, to be leased 
at a lower figure, such as could be agreed npon by the warden and 
contractor, not less than a sum to be fixed; by law. The workshops 
now in use are.of wood, very combustible and liable any day to be 
burned. If such event shall occur, it would be well to rebuild of brick, 
.When the present. stockade requires rebuilding, which will probably 
be in from three to four years, it will be a matter of economy to re- 
place it with a brick one melosing less space and requiring fewer 
guards. If the State shall build other public buildings of brick, with 
honest and business like management, the brick can be mantactured 
with convict labor so as to effect a saving to the State. 

The possible increase of prisoners during the next two years may 
make necessary more cells. All we now have are full. The most 
secure, and in the end cheapest mode of .doing.this will be to place 
another tier of iron cells above those now in the prison; and while 


doing it, it might be well to put a tier in each ward, making forty-four - 


new iron cells. That is the number now there. These can be put in 
at a cost to the State very much less than that of the old ones. From 
correspondence with parties in San Francisco respecting the cost of 
such addition, I find that one tier of twenty-twô cells can be erected 
for about ten thousand dollars, probably a trifle less; two tiers, or 
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. forty-four cells, for twenty thousand dollars, or a fraction less. If the 
number of conviets shall increase during the next two years as they 
have during the past two, more cells will become an absolute necessity, 
and it can hardly be considered safe not to make provision for them at 
the coming session of the legislative assembly. If it were practicable 
to confine but one convict in a cell, it would add much to the disci- 
pline and security of the prison, no - 

The salary ot the second warden is seventy-five dollars per month, 
It is an arduous and hazardous place, one of the most important in the 

nson, and I think the salary ought to be increased to ninety or one 
hundred dollars per month. H 

Up to the commencement of the present quarter, the night guard 
inside the prisou was paid forty dollars per month. At the end of the 
last quarter he gave notice that he eonld not longer remain fur that 
pay, and as he was an excellent man for the place, and had had long 
experience in it, I have allowed him fifty dollars per month for the eur- 
rent quarter. I think his pay should not be less. This post às an im- 
no one, attended with more or less risk, and it is not easy to prop- 
erly fill it. » 

I regard the office of Superintendent as an unnecessary one, except 
as Inspector or Commissioner, and 1 would recommend it be abolished 
and a board of inspectors substituted, to consist, say, of three mem- 
bers, with salary of two hundred dollars per year, each, which would 
be sutticient compensation. Massachusetts, with over two thousand 
convicts in its penitentiary, has such a board, with two hundred dol- 
lars per yearsalary. The Governor appoints one each year, in April, 
for a term of three years. If such a board were here appointed, one 
going out of oflice each year, it would prevent any sndden change in 
the management of the prison, an end always desirable to avoid. Or, 
perhaps, what would be as well— possibly better-—until the State be- 
comes larger, and its prisoners more numerous, the office of Superin- 
tendent might be continued, the salary, now eighteen hundred dollars 
per year, reduced to, say, five hundred dollars per year, and he left to 
perform the duties of inspector. That arrangement would- present 
some advantages over a boarti of three. The responsibility being de- 
volved upon one man, the publie wonld know where to place it, and 
he could not escape it, whereas in the case of commissioners, it is 
not uneommon to shift responsibility when blame is attached. 

The statute makes the Superintendent auditor of his own accounts. 
This ought not to be. And it is doubtful.if the law making him such 
auditor is valid. The Qonstitution makes the Secretary of State 
* auditor of public accounts,” and it is doubtful if the legislature has 
authority to constitute any other officer such auditor. 

Our statute also provides for giving “merit marks” to convicts for 
good conduct, and each mark entitles the convict to curtailment of 
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time of imprisonment, and to fifty cents in money, to be paid to him 
out ofthe State Treasury at his discharge. I have construed this more 
strietly than some of my predecessors, and have not awarded merit 
marks for simply ordinary good conduct. That is expected and re- 
quired of the prisoner, and I do not understand that it was intended 
by the law that he should be paid for it; in other words that he should 
be paid for not misbehaving. The money is usually of little use to the 
prisoner—is oftentimes an injury to him, being spent for whisky and pros- 
titution before he leaves the town. He receives five dollars on his dis- 
charge by direct provision of the law, which is often more than he 
makes good use of. In California, I think, no “merit money” is paid and 
but three dollars given the prisoner on his discharge. In Massachu- 
setts, I think, nothing is paid him. In Connecticut they formerly paid 
the convict ten dollars on his discharge but they found it to be an in- 
jury and ent it off. The. State now appropriates a few hundred dol- 
ars to a benevolent association and they use the money in sending the 
discharged prisoner where they think it best fur him to go, or in find- 
ing employment for him. Nothing is paid the convict. This is-one 
of the best managed prisons in the country and has but few more .in- 
mates than ours. The warden of this prison, who has seen twelve 
years’ service there and seven in the New Hampshire penitentiary tes- 
tified as follows before the special commission authorized by the last 
legislature of that State: 


- 


*Q. You Lave a reward for good behavior? 

A. Yes; there is a discount allowed of five days per month. 

Q. What is the effect of that? - 

A. Generally, I think it has a very good effect; although in all 
prisons with which I have been connected such a discount has been 
allowed, and I canaot, therefore, speak from observation as to the effect 
of ita absence. 

Q. Are there any prisoners who get no commutation ? 

A. No; but some get very little. 

Q. Are there many cases where the full discount is received? 

A. Oh, yes; seventy-five per cent. get the full benefit, 

Q. What conduct on the part of the prisoner would deprive him 
of his discount $ sp - 

A. The disobeying any of the rules. 

Q. For misconduct in any one month do you deduct any more than 
the five days ? à 

A. Sometimes we do. Instead of flogging them for instance, Í 
would deduct ten or even twenty days from their “ good” time. 

Q. Do the prisoners dread that deduction more than the ordinary 
punishment ? - ~ 

A. In some cases the deprivation of time is worse than flogging. 
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We punish in the way which we think, in our estimation, the most 
efficient. : ^ 

Q. Now,if in addition to this reward of days, you should hold out 
a further.hope of a sum of money,laid by for them when they shall 
leave the prison, wonld it not have a good effect? 

A. I do not think it would. "e - 

Q. Suppose they were allowed a sharein the profits of their work 
would that be a stimnlent to improvement? 

A. I do not think it would with these men as a class, They are 
professional thieves and burglars. 

Q. Of those now in your prison, what proportion should yon say 
were men of whom there is no hope of reformation? 

A. Ido not want to put myself on record, I have no means of 
knowing. 

Q. Would you say seventy-five per cent? 

A. Yes, I should say seventy-five per cent of these men after leav- 
ing here will go into the same business as when they came here. 

Q. Wonld not the good done to the remaining twenty-five per 
cent. compensate ? b 

A. The ether twenty-five per cent. would, in any case, go back as 
they were previously. - 

Q. You think if a man went out with a little fund in his pocket, he 
would he as likely to come back? 

A. He would be more likely to come back. It was formerly the 
practice to pay $10 to each prisoner when he left, and it had a detri- 
mental effect. There were instances where the prisoner would take . 
the $10, go up to Hartford and get drunk, patronize a house of ill- 
fame, and bring one of the women down in a hack to visit the prison 
on the afternoon of the same day. 

Q. How do you do when you discharge a prisoner? : 

À. Mr. Taylor, the agent of the Prison Aid Association. comes: 
here and receives him. He goes to Hartford with him, ascertains his- 
trade and whether he wishes to work or go home, if he has one, He 
fits him up with comfortable clothes. If the man is going home, a 
pass is given him, and a check sent to his home for an amount sufli- 
cient to keep him a week or two. l 

Q. “Then your experience is that labor, as a means of reformation, 
is unavailing ? 

A. Yes; labor or anything else.” 


The resident director of the California prison, Lieutenant-Governor 

Johnson, says in his last report: 

“All over the United States'we have founded prison associations for 

the relief of the criminal, and we have held State and Federal Cor- 

gresses for the same purposes and what has it amounted to? It has 
2 3 
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made prison life easier—it has made it easy, It has made crime asa 
career, quite respectable in the eyes of very many. It. has more than 
doubled the eriminal element of the Christain nations in the short space 
of seven years. 1t has more than trebled the number of convicts in 
some of our American States within that time. It has increased our 
number of convicts from 16,000 to about 35,000, and gives over 60,000 
criminals in the United States. The convict should bé protected in 
all his rights as a convict, but it should never be forgotten for one mo- 
ment that he has foifeited every other right, and he should never be 
permitted to forget those things. If there is ever to be any deterrent 
effect in the imprisonment of the convict it will be when the outside 
world louks upon him with loathing and with horror, and when the 
conviet lives a life of humility and obedience, recognizing fully his 
loss, and that of the State, by his crime and imprisonment. l 

“I would use the pardoning power ten times to where it is now used 
once; would not use it absolutely, but conditionally. The Governor 
may impose any condition he pleases; he may contine one inan tu the 
limits of a particular town; another to a partienlar township; another 
to a county, or to a farm, or he may send him out of the State or the 
United States, or he may pardon hiur upon condition that he pay a sum 
of money for the support of the prison. 

€ There are at least one hundred prisoners here who ought, in my 
judgment, to be pardoned. and there are at least two hundred more 
serving excessive, unheard of, and inhuman sentences. Then, again, 
there are at least two hundred prisoners here, under short sentences, 
who should either have beer sent for life or long terms." 


It is probably well to remit a portion of the prisoner's sentence for 
ordinarily good conduct, and this might be done by *merit marks;" hut 
Ithink the provision gfanting him money from the State Treasury for 
* good conduct” ought to be repealed. It is liable to be construed as 
formerly, thus eosting the State a considerable sum, withont doing the 
convict more good than harm. Where prisoners had been given merit 
marks by former superintendents, we have paid them the money in 
accordance therewith in some cases, and in others it has been waived 
where discharge has taken place before expiration of term. We 
have paid to discharged‘ prisoners the sum of $769.00, As we 
have omitted giving merit marks as freely as has formerly been done, 
your Excellency has generally. remitted about the portion of time they 
would thus have been entitled to. Shortening time of imprisonment. 
is sufficient inducement to good conduct, and more is oftener an evil 
than a benetit. 

The health of the prison has been good, and we have been able to 
make a gratifying reduction in the cost of medicines and medical at- 
tendance. As would be supposed, men indulging in no excesses, sleep- 
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ing and eatiug regularly, and living upon plain food are seldom sick. 

"The spiritual wants of the prisoners have been generously ministered 
to by Rev. J. L. Parrish, who has gratuitously preached to them on 
the first Sunday of each month. The attendance upon these services 
has been good, thongh voluntary. 

There were sundry notes and accounts turned over to me.by ex- 
Superintendent Burch. Some of these were barred by the statute of 
limitation, and the parties, when they conld be found, would not pay. 
Others averred they did not owe the amounts, and others were found 
to be insolvent. Others had left the State and left nothing to pay 
With, and I could not learn that they had anything where they had 
gone. Of those who denied being indebted, but one was charged with 
sutlicient amount to pay the cost of enforced collection, even if we suc- 
ceeded in getting it. Payment of the note of J. L. Smith & Oo., 
former contractors at the prison, for $980,98 (they had left the conn- 
try, and are irresponsible), we were informed had been assumed by P. 
L Willis. Mr. Willis denied having assumed payment of it, and I 
placed it in the hands of Messis. Bonham & Ramsey for collection. 
Those gentlemen-being of the opinion that the proofs the State would 
be able to make would not enable it to recover, no suit was instituted. 
Upon a note of Mr. F. Hentschel for $1062.37, we received $828, the 
original amount of the debt, as we understood, and took a new note. 
for the balance, payable November 1, 1880. This note, I am informed, 
was given for brick furnished the Commercial Hotel Co., and the debt 
was assumed by Mr. Hentschel. He lost heavily by his connection 
with that company, and thought he ought uot to be required to pay 
interest on a debt he had assumed the payment ot, The legislature 
is competent to relieve him, and the new mote was at his request 
made payable at such time as wonld enable him to apply to that body. 
It seems to me it would be just to reHeve hime} Gov. Grover informed: - 
me that he had endeavored to settle a disputéd account with Walter 
Jackson, and transmitted the sum he had received in such settlement, 
8370, which was placed to Jackson’s credit. That gentleman averred 
he did not owe anything more, and the settlement made by Governor 
Grover has been allowed to stand. Of the remainder of the old claims, 
all. believed to be collectible. have been collected, except a small bal- 
ance upon ene, which is promised at an early day. The several sume 
thus collected, amounting in all to $4,023.70, have been paid into the 
State Treasury, after paying attorneys the usual collection fees, for 
such as were placed with them for collection. A table of these collec- 
tions will be tound in this report. A deduction of $270 was made in, 
the bill of the Capital Leather Manufacturing Company for $471.18, ~ 
pursuant to a verbal contract With ex Superintendent Burch, for fuel. 
and tools used at the prison. Deductions of $117.45 in bill of Bennett 
& Harvey for 217.45, and $265.45 in tlrat of W. H. Watkinds for 
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$490, were made under like verbal contracts with Mr. Burch that 
the harness manufactured by them at the prison should not cost them 
more than four dollars per set, after deducting freight and expenses, 
Settlement was made with these parties after some delay, pursuant to 
these agreements, Among the claims was a note of Joseph Holman, 
now deceased, for $923.37. This note is understood to have been 
given for brick sold the Commercial Hotel Co., thé debt being 
assumed by Mr. Holman. He had made an assignment, and I received 
from the assignee $125, the proportion due mpon that note, The re- 
mainder has been carried to “profit and loss” account. Nothing more 
can be collected upon it. All the other claims not collectible have 
been likewise carried to that account. 

We received from ex-Superintendent Burch two elaborately wrought 
tables, made by convicts and belonging to the State. Not finding any 
sale tor them here, I sent them to the Oregon Furniture Company, 
Portland, with instructions to sell. They had not been disposed of at 
last accounts, , l 

I had long been of the opinion that the penitentiary was costing the 
State too much, and was largely influenced to accept the appointment 
you kindly conferred upon me for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
or not this opinion was well founded. The result you have, and.I am 
now ready to give place to another when you shall appoint. —
